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Town may have another 
lucky EuroMillions scoop

LUCKY Haverhill is understood to 
have had its second EuroMillions 
lottery winner - just days after a 
couple scooped £148 million. 

Haverhill couple Adrian and Gillian 
Bayford were named on Tuesday last week 
as the winners of the jackpot on Friday, 
August 10 - and now another winner has 
taken £50,000 in prize money. 

The unnamed winner bought his Euro¬ 
Millions ticket at the Murco service station 
in Sturmer Road within the previous week 
and returned to the store last Thursday 
where he showed stunned staff a ticket 
with five winning numbers. 

Bev Silvian, who works at the garage, 
said: “I don’t think he realised how much 
he’d won. 

“I told him he had definitely won a few 
grand and told him to go to the main post 
office in Haverhill to check it out. 

“After he left we looked on the internet 
and realised he had won £50,000. 

“He is a regular customer and is in his 
40s. I can’t believe that’s the second big 
winner in Haverhill. I know the couple who 
won the £148 million. They are a really nice 
couple.” 

Camelot has refused to confirm or deny 
the latest reported win. However, it is likely 
to give a further boost to ticket sales which 
have rocketed in the town since last week. 

And it is not Haverhill’s first brush with 
Lottery success. 

In 1997 Glen Watts and wife Louise 
scooped £2.6 million after buying their 
ticket from the former Fowlers newsagents 
in High Street - which had the eighth 
highest Lottery ticket sales in the country 
at the time. 

In April 2000, four workers whose jobs 
were under threat at Grampian Country 
Pork in Little Wratting won £1.8 million. 
And in 2008 23 office workers at Havebury 
Housing won £2.6 million. 

CCTV footage released on Friday showed 
luck was on Adrian Bayford’s side as he 
bought the winning ticket at the Premier 
Convenience Store in Queen Street. 

A man was first in the queue for the 
Lucky Dip, but courteously let Mr Bayford 
go ahead of him.

Several residents living in the area 
said they had heard of drug deals going 
on and some said they had smelt drugs 
being smoked nearby. 

One said: “I have never seen needles 
lying around or anything, but I have 
heard about it. You get drugs 
everywhere these days. I tend to keep 
myself to myself and not get involved 
with it.” 

Another said: “You do see a lot of 
people hanging about and we have had 
the police here a few times. I have had 
the smell coming in when my window 
is open sometimes. We tend to keep to 
ourselves, so it had not really affected 
us at all.” 

Acting Inspector Mel Leaman said: 
“We have received a copy of a message 
regarding alleged local drugs activity in 
the Haverhill area. We treat all 
intelligence submitted by the public 
very seriously and this message is 
currently being dealt with 
appropriately by local officers. 

“We encourage local residents to 
submit any information that could 
assist police enquiries. You can contact 
your local Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) on 101.” 

William Philpott, regional director for 
fephson Homes Housing Association 
Jephson East, said: “We take any 
reports of drug dealing from our 
properties extremely seriously and will 
work with police to support their 
enquiries. 

“Illegal activity is a clear breach of 
the tenancy agreement and will result 
in enforcement action being taken. 

“We work closely with the police, 
local communities and other agencies 
to take action against incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour and encourage 
residents to report concerns to us.”

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Love lives on 
for swimmer

A MAN who met the love of his 
life’ before she died from a 
terminal illness four years later, 
has completed three Great 
Swims in her memory. 

Simon Coleman, 43, was due to take 
part in the Great Scottish Swim on 
Sunday but the event has been 
cancelled. 

There were concerns over water 
quality at Strathclyde Country Park, with 
high levels of naturally occurring, but 
potentially harmful, blue green algae. 

Simon said: “It is a shame it has been 
cancelled. They had an event at the lake 
in Scotland in June and a lot of the 
swimmers were ill, so it has been closed 
and only re-opened recently. They did 
have an alternative location, but it 
developed the same problem. We are 
looking at other swims we can do 
instead and plan to do a 3k swim at 
Fritton Lake near Great Yarmouth on 
September 9.” 

Simon, of Raine Avenue, Haverhill, set 
out to complete all five Great Swims in 
the UK this year, but the Great North 
Swim at Lake Windermere was cancelled 
due to bad weather. 

Simon was a keen swimmer when he 
was younger and decided to return to 
the sport to raise awareness of the rare 



lung condition which his late girlfriend 
Paula Garnham suffered. 

Joined by friends Mark, 40, and 
Heather Osterritter, 31, from Halstead, 
along with Heather’s dad John Fry, 
Simon has already completed the Great 
East Swim, the Great London Swim and 
the Great Manchester Swim. They have 
already raised more than £3,600 towards 
their £4,500 target for the Pulmonary 
Hypertension UK charity which helped 
Paula and other sufferers. 



Simon first met Paula via the internet 
in 2007. He knew she did not work due 
to illness and at first she kept the extent 
of her illness from him. 

Paula died a year ago after suffering 
from a rare lung disease called 
pulmonary hypertension, which causes 
abnormally high blood pressure in the 
arteries of the lungs. She battled her 
illness for eight years, having to use an 
oxygen supply for at least 14 hours each 
day and had a syringe pump, pumping 
drugs into her neck 24/7 to keep her 
alive. 

She died last August aged 41 - having 
lived three years longer than doctors 
predicted - only days after Simon had 
booked a special trip to take her away 
and propose to her. 

Simon said: “Paula was my absolute 
soul-mate - she’d be thinking the same 
things as me at the same time. It was 
almost telepathic at times. 

“She just knew me inside out and 
loved me with all her heart. With all she 


was dealing with, I just wanted her life to 
be as positively driven as possible, and 
she too in return drove me forward in 
life. 

“Paula was the strongest lady I’ve ever 
met. All the times I was with her when 
she was struggling at home, the mercy 
dashes to Papworth and Addenbrooke’s 
and subsequent work the doctors and 
nurses had to do to keep her alive, not 
once did she scream out or shout with 
the pain she was being subjected to - 
but I could see it all too well in her face. 
She had an amazing strength within. 

“Paula was a real inspiration to 
everyone on how endeavouring to keep 
positively minded whilst suffering with a 
terminal illness, you can still lead a great 
life with the love and support of all your 
family and friends around you.”

Homes go ahead 
on old soccer site 


PLANS for 91 new homes on 
a former football ground 
have been approved despite 
continuing strong objections 
from residents and 
councillors. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development 
control committee carried out a site 
inspection last Thursday at the 
former Haverhill Rovers Hamlet 
Croft ground off Hamlet Road in the 
town. 

They agreed that the planning 
application by Bloor Homes for the 
site, which is owned by the council, 
should be approved, subject to a 
number of conditions. 

Developers must also sign a legal 
agreement to provide infrastructure 
costs including more than £250,000 
towards a new primary school, 
£41,000 towards off-site play 
equipment and £36,000 for early 
years and childcare provision.

Original plans were amended 
after neighbours complained about 
overlooking, increased traffic 
congestion in Hamlet Road, as well 
as flooding and drainage concerns. 

Haverhill Town Council voiced 
vehement opposition to the original 
plan and said the amendments did 
not overcome the bulk of their 
concerns. 

The plan was originally 
recommended for approval by the 
committee at its meeting on August 
2, with councillors told that the site 
was zoned for housing and no 
objections were raised to it by the 
highway authority or the 
Environment Agency. 

Cllr Anne Gower, who attended 
the site inspection, said: “I felt I had 
no option but to vote against the 
application by Bloors for the houses 


on Hamlet Croft because in my 
mind the case made by the 
highways officer about the impact 
on Hamlet Road was not right. 

“The basis of her assumption that 
the majority of the traffic would 
turn right on exiting into Hamlet 
Road was exactly that - an 
assumption. 

“I had argued very strongly, three 
times in committee, that the impact 
of the increased traffic would make 
the situation in Hamlet Road even 
worse than it is now. 

“I am also very concerned about 
the impact on the sewer and 
drainage system as I have seen the 
flooding and sewer problems that 
the residents in Croft Lane and 
Hamlet Road have to suffer. 

“In principle I welcome the 
development but I think the two 
issues of traffic and sewage have not 
been fully understood.”

Prisoner sent 
threats by text 


A PRISONER who 
refused to accept the 
end of a relationship 
sent text messages to 
his ex-girlfriend from 
jail, threatening to 
kill her if she had sex 
with anyone else. 

Jerry Connors, who is 
serving a five-year 
sentence at Highpoint 
Prison, Stradishall, for 
attempted rape, appeared 
at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrate’s court on 
Monday when he 
admitted an offence of 
sending menacing 
messages by a public 
electronic communications 
network. 

He was sentenced to six 
weeks imprisonment, to 
be served concurrently 
with his existing sentence, 
and magistrates imposed 
a restraining order 
banning him from 
contacting his 18-year-old 
ex-girlfriend for the next 
12 months.

letter produced by the 
defendant at a previous 
hearing, saying she 
wanted their relationship 
to continue, was 
misleading because it was 
written before the 
offences were committed. 

Chairman of the 
magistrates Meg Clibbon 
said: “We believe that 
custody marks the serious 
nature of the threats and 
the substantial distress 
caused to the victim, who 
was very young at the 
time.” 

Nikki Miller, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the victim, 
who was 17 at the time, 
had been in a relationship 
with Connors but he 
became aggressive 

towards her and they 
separated. 

Connors did not accept 
the break-up and after she 
started a new 

relationship, sent her text 
messages from his prison 


cell, threatening to kill her 
when he was released. 

Miss Miller said: “She is 
frightened of him and 
would like a restraining 
order in place so that 
when he comes out of 
prison she feels pro¬ 
tected.” 

Jeremy Kendall, for 
Connors, 24, who is due to 
be released in November, 
said his client did not 
believe a restraining order 
was needed, as he 
claimed the victim had 
continued visiting him in 
prison and wanted their 
relationship to continue. 

There was a discre¬ 
pancy between what she 
had told police and what 
she had told Connors. 

Mr Kendall suggested 
this was because of 
pressure from social 
services. 

Connors claimed he 
had only used threats as a 
figure of speech and never 
intended to carry them 
out.

A COUNCIL leader from 
Devon has visited Haverhill 
to see how it is developing its 
role as one of 12 towns to 
pilot a new community 
budget scheme. 

Ilfracombe is one of the pilot 
towns and Cllr Ron Ley, leader of its 
town council, arrived on Saturday to 
compare notes with Cllr Anne 
Gower, chairman of the One 
Haverhill Board, on how each town 
was progressing with the national 
pilot. Locality officer for ONE 
Haverhill Clair Harvey joined them 
on their tour of the town. 

Cllr Gower said: “It was a real joy 
to give Cllr Ley a tour, a history of 
the town and an idea of the future 
developments and strategies. 

“We discussed the similarities 
between Haverhill and Ilfracombe 
as well as the differences and the 
alternative ways we are bringing the 
community budget pilot project 
forward. 

“Clair and I found it immensely 
helpful to be able to have an open 
discussion with Cllr Ley, who 
brought fresh eyes to our pilot, and 
he asked some very incisive 
questions which gave us a new slant 
on our thinking and our processes. 


“He was very keen to learn about 
the town and the One Haverhill 
Board and gave some very useful 
insights to how he and his group are 
progressing the community budget 
pilot in Ilfracombe.” 

Mike Desborough, from the 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government, suggested the 
two lead councillors met as both 
places face similar issues and is the 
only other pilot to be led by a town 
council. 

Cllr Ley had a tour of the town 
and then discussed with Clair and 
Anne how they are working on the 
community budget, how they are 


engaging residents and different 
approaches to building a budget. 

Projects such as the On The Spot 
Bus, library and health services, and 
grants made by ONE Haverhill 
Board were also discussed. 

ONE Haverhill has identified two 
key areas of public funding with the 
Haverhill Community Budget to 
consider first - cash to improve the 
physical environment and 
opportunities for young people.

Zoo babies are coming out to play 


BABY animals are booming at an 
independent zoo as it celebrates a 
thriving breeding season. 

Young creatures including baby 
rare lemurs and giant tortoises are 
starting to get out and about at 
Linton Zoo following a successful 
few months of breeding at the 
South Cambridgeshire site. 

Most of the owl species have 
hatched and a very rare white- 
collared lemur-the only birth in 
captivity this year - is starting to 
explore his surroundings. 


Both Parma wallaby and the red 
necked wallaby joeys are bounding 
around their enclosures and Kim 
Simmons, zoo director, said staff at 
the site were extremely excited to 
see a baby red kangaroo poking its 
head out of the pouch of its mother 
just last week. 

The Sacred Ibis in a 100ft wader 
aviary are rearing two youngsters 
high on the cliff and the white¬ 
cheeked Turaco pair also has a 
five-week-old chick. 

And some of the dozens of baby 


Sulcata giant tortoises are growing 
and can be seen in the animal 
house. 

The Brazilian Tapir calf born 10 
months ago has also grown well 
and has nearly lost all his spots 
and stripes. 

Ms Simmons said: “It’s a lovely 
time of year to come and see the 
young animals - some which are 
just weeks old. 

“The Bank Holiday weekend will 
be a really good time for families 
and children to see some of these 


babies and then they can track their 
progress as they grow and get 
bigger. 

“It’s also a good chance to meet 
some of our smaller zoo animals at 
the animal feeds, interactive 
encounters and keeper talks.” 

The zoo is open daily from 10am 
to 6pm and admission fees are £9 
per adult and £6.50 per child (2 to 
13 years).

Sammi’s making the 
most of her gift of life

Sammi Sparke was told she had days - possibly hours - to live before an organ 
donor was found at the last minute. In the decade since, she’s travelled the 
globe - and spent every day making the most of the life she came so close to 
losing. Interview by LOUISE MARTIN 


T HE past 10 years have 
been a whirlwind for 
Sammi Sparke. She 
has successfully completed 
two degrees, travelled the 
world - and is now setting 
up her own photography 
business. Every day is 
precious for the 33-year-old, 
who is making up for lost 
time thanks to the organ 
donations that saved her life 
just days - or possibly hours 
- before time ran out. 

Born with cystic fibrosis, 
Sammi was just six months 
old when she was 
diagnosed with the UK’s 
most common life- 
threatening inherited 
disease. The result of a 
faulty gene which controls 
the movement of salt and 
water in and out of the 
body’s cells, cystic fibrosis 
attacks the lungs and 
digestive system with thick 
mucus, making it hard for 
sufferers to breathe and 
digest food. At 19, and a year 
into a media degree at 
Sheffield Hallam University, 
Sammi became so ill 
doctors confirmed her only 
hope for survival was a lung 
transplant, and she was 


placed on the NHS Organ 
Donor Register (ODR). 

“I went through quite a 
big depression at that 
stage,” recalls Sammi, now 
33. “At that point I couldn’t 
walk very far; I couldn’t go 
up a flight of stairs very 
easily without getting very 
out of breath.” 

Sammi had to leave 
university and return to her 
family home in St Neots to 
be cared for by her parents, 
lackie and Brian, and 
brother Tom. As the family 
anxiously waited for that 
crucial call, Sammi’s health 
deteriorated further, and 
she was in and out of 
hospital. “If I wasn’t in 
hospital I was at home,” 
remembers Sammi. “I took 
the points from the first year 
of my degree and 
transferred them to an 
Open University degree so, 
when I was feeling well 
enough to work, it gave me 
something to concentrate 
on.” 

With a passion for travel, 
Sammi kept positive by 
researching all the countries 
she wanted to visit when 
she was well. “I had to have 


something to focus on,” she 
smiles. 

“The idea of dying 
without seeing the world... 
it was such an important 
thing for me - just to be able 
to see what else was out 
there. I watched hundreds 
of travel programmes; when 
you’re that sick you have to 
focus on the positives: all I 
thought was: ‘I have to get 
through this.’ I was very 
one-tracked: I didn’t think 
about dying because what 
was the point? If you’re 
going to die, you’re going to 
die.” 

Sammi remained brave 
throughout the long wait 
but, when she became 
oxygen-dependent, she 
admits she didn’t like being 
seen in public. “I had an 
oxygen tank with me all the 
time and people would just 
stare, which made me feel 
so awful. My friends offered 
to take me to McDonald’s at 
a quiet time but I didn’t 
want to have the pointing 
and staring and the looks, 
so they would come to my 
house instead - they were 
fantastic.” 

Sammi eventually 


became so ill she was 
hospitalised and, as the 
disease continued to take 
grip of her weak body, her 
distraught parents were told 
to expect the worst. “A nurse 
said to my mum: ‘She’s not 
going to get any better, you 
need to prepare yourself.’ 
She was told that a lot of 
times, but this time it was 
really going to happen.” 

Despite being told she 
had just days, if not hours to 
live, Sammi remained 
hopeful a donor would be 
found. “The only thing I 
knew was there was hope 
right until the end if there 
was a call - and there was, 
and it was incredible.” 

This week marks the 10th 
anniversary of that life¬ 
saving call. Sammi, who was 
23 at the time, was so 
poorly, the operation nearly 
didn’t go ahead as there 
were concerns her body 
wouldn’t be strong enough 
to recover afterwards. But, 
on the evening of August 13, 
2002, she was taken into 
theatre at Papworth 
Hospital for her double lung 
transplant operation. 
Surgeons worked through 
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the night and, the next 
morning, she came around 
from the intricate nine- 
hour operation. 

Sammi remained in 
hospital for two months as 
she recovered from the 
operation. “I was still very 
sick and I had no muscle 
tone because I’d just been 
in bed the whole time,” she 
remembers. “Physically I 
needed to get my body to a 
strength where it was going 
to be able to work.” 

Sammi was eventually 
allowed home but, as she 
was struggling to put on 
weight, had to be fed 
overnight via a 
gastrostomy. “Weight is 
often an issue for people 
with cystic fibrosis and I 
was very, very tiny, but 
around Christmas time I 
started to go uphill. But it 
wasn’t until a year after the 
operation I actually began 
to thrive.” 

For the next two years, 
Sammi enjoyed a new lease 
of life. She started going on 
short holidays and carried 
on with her degree, but in 
2004 her health took 
another turn for the worse. 
“My kidneys failed as a 
result of all the transplant 
medication, because it was 
very toxic, but also because 
of all the previous years of 
very toxic medication I’d 
had,” she said. 

Sammi began dialysis 
straight away and, 
desperate to do what they 
could to help their 
daughter, her parents put 
themselves forward as 
potential donors. “They 
were fighting over it,” 
laughs Sammi. “They had 
never been able to do 
anything physically while I 
was poorly and the one 
thing they could do, they 
wanted to. They couldn’t 
believe that two years after 
my transplant operation I 
was very poorly again and 
back in hospital.” 

Brian was a compatible 
match and in 2005, after six 
months of dialysis, father 
and daughter went into 
theatre. “It was at 
Addenbrooke’s: dad went 
in first and then me. Mum 
said that was the worst 
thing because she didn’t 
have anyone, apart from 
my brother.” 

Sammi made a great 


recovery from the 
operation and, after a week 
in hospital, was well 
enough to return home - 
but her dad experienced 
serious complications. 
“Where they removed the 
kidney they manoeuvred 
his intestines too much 
and they had gone into 
paralysis,” explains Sammi. 
“He was very poorly with 
poisoning, and it was a very 
worrying time. I felt awful 
because obviously he 
wouldn’t have been in that 
situation if it wasn’t for me, 
but eventually he got better 
and he’s well again now.” 

Since the kidney 
transplant, Brian has run a 
half marathon to raise 
funds for Papworth 
Hospital and Sammi, who 
describes her health as 
“stable”, continues to keep 
her cystic fibrosis in check. 
“I know if something’s not 
quite right: I’m more prone 
to catching colds and 
viruses and they will always 
go to my chest first, 
because that’s the weakest 
area. They’re the main 
problems I have, and they 
can be sorted with 
antibiotics.” 

Sammi will take anti¬ 
rejection medicine for the 
rest of her life, but she says 
this is nothing compared to 
the medication she needed 
before her operations. “It’s 
a tiny amount compared to 
before - it was 
unbelievable; I was taking a 
regime of nebulisers, 
physio and IV drips daily. I 
can’t complain ever.” 

After the kidney 
transplant, Sammi fulfilled 
her dreams to travel the 
world and spent two-and- 
a-half years away from 
home, touring China, Laos, 
Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Thailand, Australia, Fiji, 
New Zealand, Africa and 
South America. “It was 
incredible, I’d never been 
so well - I’ve now got 
another list of places I’d like 
to go to that’s as long as my 
arm.” 

While travelling, Sammi 
had plenty of opportunity 
to enjoy another hobby - 
photography - and on her 
return to the UK decided to 
take up the skill as a full¬ 
time profession. After 
studying the subject at 
Blackpool and The Fylde 


College, Sammi gained her 
second degree, and has 
recently set up her own 
photography business, 
Sammi Sparke 
Photography, in Sheffield, 
where she now lives. 

The Organ Donor 
Register is obviously very 
close to the Sparke family’s 
hearts and, when it 
reached its 10-year 
milestone in 2005, Sammi 
was invited to Downing 
Street to meet then Prime 
Minister Tony Blair. She has 
since campaigned for 
people to sign up to the 
register and would urge 
anyone thinking of doing 
so to do it. 

“It’s absolutely crucial. It 
costs you nothing and it 
takes so little of your time, 
yet it’s saving people’s lives 
all over the UK. If more 
people were on it, then 
clearly the more people 
would be saved. 

“It’s an incredible thing 
to do and I think you have 
to consider, if you got very 
poorly suddenly and you 
needed a kidney, would 
you take one from 
somebody? You would, so 
you have to put yourself in 
that situation and put 
yourself on the list, 
otherwise it’s not a fair 
deal.” 

Sammi and her family 
are eternally grateful to her 
donor, who was in all their 
thoughts as they celebrated 
the 10-year milestone with 
a high tea on board a boat 
in Sheffield with her 
friends. Determined to 
carry on living every day to 
the full, Sammi regularly 
returns to St Neots to spend 
time with her family, and 
remains realistic about her 
future. 

“I know I’m not going to 
get to an old age, but I try 
not to dwell on that too 
much. When I had my 
operation, transplant 
patients were living a 
maximum of 10 years, and 
now people are living 15, 

20,25 and 30 years, so it’s 
getting better and better 
with advanced medicine. I 
wouldn’t try to put a time 
on it, because it would be 
silly -1 know how well I’ve 
done and I know what 
could happen, so we’ll just 
wait and see.”

School arson: no 
charges for teens

TWO teenagers arrested after a 
fierce blaze which destroyed an 
empty school will not face any 
charges over the incident. 

More than 50 firefighters 
battled through the night to 
control the fire at Castle Hill 
Middle School in School Lane, 
Haverhill. 

The blaze was discovered just 
before 10pm on June 3. No-one 
was in the building at the time, 
but it was initially feared that 
there could be gas canisters 
inside. 

There were reports of massive 
flames and smoke billowing from 
the unused building. 

Specialist contractors were 
brought in to remove asbestos 
from the roof and demolition 
work is still under way at the site. 

A 14-year-old and a 17-year- 
old, both from Haverhill, were 
arrested on suspicion of arson 
two weeks after the incident and 
released on bail to return to the 
Bury St Edmunds Police 
Investigation Centre on August 
15. 

After the two had answered 
bail, a spokesman for Suffolk 
Police said: “After consultation 


with CPS, no further action will 
be taken against these indivi¬ 
duals.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, 
Haverhill’s Police sector 
commander, who had called for 
the demolition to be speeded up 
after previous incidents there, 
said they were not looking for 
anyone else in relation to the fire 
and their investigation was now 
complete. 

He said: “Obviously I am 
disappointed that we did not 
manage to get anyone to court 
for the fire, which has had a 


massive impact on the town, but 
I am very grateful for the help the 
public gave us in identifying 
suspects.” 

The school was one of three in 
the town which closed last year 
after Suffolk County Council 
moved from a three-tier to a two 
tier education system. 

Paul Goodman, of Suffolk Fire 
Service, said the blaze was 
“highly likely” to have been the 
result of an arson attack but a full 
investigation was difficult to 
carry out because the building 
was so unsafe.

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Still reaching for the sky 



W ARBIRDS vintage and 
modern will take to the 
sky next month for The 
Duxford Air Show. 

The event, on Saturday, September 8 
and Sunday, September 9, is one of the 
highlights of the aviation calender - and 
just confirmed is a flypast of United 
States Air Force F-15E Strike Eagles on 
both days. 

On the Sunday only, a pair of F-16 
Fighting Falcons from the Royal 
Norwegian Air Force will fly alongside a 
pair of de Havilland Vampires from the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical 
Squadron. This exciting combination has 
never been seen 
before in the UK. It 
brings together the 
Royal Norwegian Air 
Force’s first and 
most contemporary 
jet fighter aircraft. 

Also from the 
Norwegian Air Force 
Historical Squadron 
is their newly- 
acquired Lockheed 
T-33 Shooting Star, 
an American-built jet 
trainer aircraft, 
which will be flying 
on the Saturday 
only. 

The presence of 
the Royal Norwegian 
Air Force and the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical Squadron 
at The Duxford Air Show commemorates 
the centenary of aviation in Norway, 
celebrated this year. It also acknowledges 
the long-standing historical connection 
between the Royal Norwegian Air Force 
and the Royal Air Force.

From New 
Zealand come 
two rare replica 
First World War aircraft, the Albatros 
DVa, a German single-seat biplane that 
sustained aerial combat in the skies over 
France for longer than all of the more 
famous Fokker models combined; and 
the RE.8, a two-seater reconnaissance 
biplane. 


Also representing the bold and brave 
innovation of the First World War era are 
replicas of the Fokker DR-1, the type of 
aircraft in which the Red Baron gained 
his last 19 victories, and a Nieuport 17, a 
French biplane fighter aircraft of the era. 

The world-famous Red Arrows will 
perform on the Sunday only, while the 
Aerostars will be performing stunning 
aerobatics on both days of The Duxford 


Air Show. 

Flying on the Saturday only is Avro 
Vulcan XH558, which previously flew at 
IWM Duxford in September 2008. 

Vulcan XH558 performs a majestic 
flying display in the 60th anniversary 
year of the Vulcan’s maiden flight and the 
30th anniversary of the Falklands 
conflict, in which the Vulcan played a 
vital role. 

A pair of Tornado GR4s from 15 (R) 
Squadron at RAF Lossiemouth will make 
their debut appearance at IWM Duxford 
in the 30th anniversary year of the 
Tornado entering RAF service. 

In scenes reminiscent of the Battle of 
Britain, five Spitfires, including a rare 
Mark I Spitfire, will fly in a tailchase 
formation with two Hispano Buchons, 
representing Messerschmitt Bfl09 
aircraft, and a Hawker Hurricane. 

There’s more superb biplane action 
with the Royal Navy Historic Flight’s 
Swordfish, the Antonov An-2, the largest 
single-engine biplane ever produced and 
still flying, and the de Havilland Dragon 
Rapide, flying on the Sunday. 

Following its outstanding performance 
in striking colours at The Jubilee Air 
Show, the Shorts Tucano from the Central 
Flying School Flight at RAF Linton-on- 
Ouse makes a welcome return at The 
Duxford Air Show on the Saturday only. 

Making only its second air show 
appearance is P-47 Thunderbolt, Snafu, 
which was a highlight of this year’s 
Flying Legends Air Show. 

Even more exciting flying includes the 
BAe Hawk from 208 (R) Squadron, RAF

Catalina (on the Saturday only) and the 
North American T-28 Trojan. 

There are plenty of activities to enjoy 
across IWM Duxford and the museum is 
open to explore throughout the day. 

Living history groups will be bringing 
Second World War history to life, with 
RAF Ops 1939-45 recreating an RAF 
Fighter Pilots’ dispersal position and 
giving visitors a glimpse of 1940s 
bomber briefings in action. 

The Military Equipment Collectors 
will be recreating the role of the RAF 
ground crew who kept Spitfires 
constantly at readiness throughout the 
Battle of Britain and beyond.

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X marks the spot 


He was hotly tipped to win 
The X Factor in 2010 - before 
being voted off in a shock 
early exit. But Aiden 
Grimshaw’s debut album is 
even more surprising, as 
ANDY WELCH discovers. 

T HE last time most people 
saw Aiden Grimshaw was 
almost two years ago during 
the XFactor live shows. 

His final performance was Elton 
John’s Rocket Man, sporting an outfit 
and giant quiff every bit as engineered as 
the platform (made of two grand pianos) 
he was standing on. 

Today, he’s hard to spot in a busy 
London restaurant, only the woolly hat 
he’s wearing - it’s scorching outside - 
stealing any attention away from all the 
other good looking if unremarkable 
diners. 

“I don’t get recognised anymore,” he 
says, convincingly. 

“I did, after I’d been on XFactor and 
we’d all been on the tour. I was 18 when 
I was on the show, and part of me loved 
getting spotted, to the point where I’d be 
disappointed if people didn’t notice me 
and I’d find myself putting my best 
clothes on at 10 in the morning to go and 
get a bacon butty. 

“That was just stupid, and a pain, so I 
stopped with all that, and the quiff was 
cut off. Now no-one bats an eyelid.” 

Whether he bored of the attention, or 
whether his image change was part of a 
wider plan to leave behind the ITV 
behemoth is another matter. Since 
February this year, when Grimshaw 
announced he would be releasing solo

material, he and his management have 
been on a positioning offensive. 

While other former X Factor 
contestants perform in plush London 
venues and talk of their starry 
collaborators, Grimshaw has performed 


in a number of indie cesspits, been 
spotted at numerous other gigs and been 
interviewed by normally credibility¬ 
conscious publications who wouldn’t 
touch an XFactor contestant with one of 
Simon Cowell’s gold-plated bargepoles. 

“Part of it is deliberate, I suppose, just 
to make sure everyone knows there’s a 
difference between what I did on X 
Factor and what I do now. You need to 
be clear, I think,” he admits. 

“But it works both ways. When we 
sent samplers of my album out to 
journalists, it was my idea not to have a 
name on them, because it’s a natural 
thing for people to pre-judge the former 
contestants, expect them to sound a 
certain way and write them off before 
they’ve heard them.” 

The contents of the CD, then, are 
rewarding. There are ballads, yes, but 
not the dreary, over-produced sort that 
appeared on, say, Matt Cardie’s album. 

The sparse title track could be a song 
by James Blake, debut single Is This 
Love is the epic, air-grabbing pop Hurts 
do so well, while the rest of the album is 
full of angst and bitter heartbreak. 

“We started the album in November, 
and we were finished by February,” he 
says, the ‘we’ being Grimshaw and 
Australian songwriter and producer 
Jarrad Rogers, who most recently 
worked with Lana Del Rey. 

After trying with several other 
producers, Grimshaw met Rogers and 
clicked, deciding he wanted to record the 
whole album with one other collaborator 
rather than a different producer for each 
track, as so many of his contemporaries 
do. 

“When we first started you could say I 
was a bit of a pain,” he admits. 

“I didn’t know how to get my ideas 
across, so I’d just say no to everything. 
Eventually I learned how to speak up, 


and that just because we might be 
disagreeing in the studio, it’s not a row. 

“But that’s to do with getting older. 
I’m 20 now. It’s not that old, I know, but 
the past two years have been big, 
important years.” 

He goes on to explain how he moved 
to London shortly after XFactor and, 
after spending two miserable weeks in a 
hotel, found a place of his own in west 
London. 

“I couldn’t cook or clean or anything, 
but I’ve learned how to do all that. 

“I think it’s all helped me feel like I’m 
not in this XFactor bubble any more. I 
never much liked how crazy all that 
was.” 

Aware of how that might sound, he 
corrects himself, saying the show is the 
most amazing opportunity you can be 
given, just that the intense spotlight 
shone upon him wasn’t to his taste. 

“I mean, how could it be a bad thing, 
though? Before I was on XFactor I was 
working in Pizza Hut, and my idea of a 
good night was if I could eat a few 
handfuls of chocolate raisins from the 
ice cream station without the manager 
seeing me,” he says. 

He adds: “I think I could’ve used the 
show to get a number one single and an 
OK album, but I didn’t want that, I 
wanted an album that was great from 
start to finish, like all the albums I love, 
and that’s what I think we’ve done.” 

He can’t wait to get out on the road 
and perform - including an in-store 
appearance at the new HMV store in 
Fitzroy Street, Cambridge on Thursday - 
something he’s been doing since his 
early teens, but this will be the first time 
he’s toured with his own material.

Enjoying late summer scorchers

W HILE many summer 
flowers are now 
fading, the bright 
lights of late summer will make 
your borders sizzle 
My delphiniums and lupins are long 
gone, my roses are fading and the giant- 
flowered hybrid clematis are past their 
best, but my perennial borders remain a 
riot of colour thanks to a few, well- 
chosen gems. 

Late summer can be a time when 
colour is at its hottest, when blazing 
crocosmia, burnt orange helenium, 
bright yellow rudbeckias, acid green 
euphorbias and an array of other plants 
come into their own. 

Exotic orange ginger lilies 
(Hedychium), which release a great 
scent, clash with vibrant red Dahlia 
Bishop of Llandaff or its relative D. 
Tally Ho, with its hot, deep orange 
flowers. 

If you prefer pastel shades, plant sun- 
loving cone flowers (Echinacea) in 
shades of pink and white for a cooler, 


more subtle scene. 

The daisy-like flowers and height 
(they can grow to 150cm (5 ft) tall) mean 
they work well towards the back of the 
border, attracting bees and butterflies 
and adding impact alongside globe 
thistle (Echinops) and monarda. 

Some varieties have rich colours that 
can be combined with fuchsias, or blue 
salvias. E. White Swan, a white variety 
with yellow centre, provides a cooling 
companion dotted within the hot border. 

If you thought hard before summer 
started and were wise enough to plant 
some nasturtium seeds in your hanging 
baskets and patio pots, they should be 
now showing their true colours in a hot 


array of orange and yellow. 

Clumps of bulbs are particularly 
useful in extending the season. Spikes of 
crocosmia will add architectural interest 
to the late summer border, their upright, 
spiky leaves with elegant sprays of 
orange-red flowers brightening the 
scene. 

My favourite is C. Lucifer, a fairly tall 
variety growing to 120cm (4ft), which 
produces brilliant red flowers and looks 
wonderful grown alongside the purple¬ 
leaved smoke bush, Cotinus Royal 
Purple, or against a backdrop of acid- 
green evergreens. 

Many warm yellow herbaceous 
perennials look fantastic in mass 


plantings, such as the long-lasting 
Rudbeckia fulgida Goldsturm and late 
season heliopsis. 

Bronze or burgundy leaves look 
fantastic mixed with the hot-coloured 
border. Place shrubs with red-purple 
foliage, such as Berberis thunbergii f. 
atropurpurea, behind red or orange 
plants. 

The burgundy leaves of heucheras 
also make a wonderful foil at the front 
of the border, as their more vibrant 
companions show off from behind. 

Other good choices include the 
herbaceous perennial Lysimachia ciliata 
Firecracker, a moisture-loving bronze¬ 
leaved plant with brilliant yellow 


flowers. 

Use drifts of perennial border phloxes 
in the middle of borders to provide 
intense pools of summer colour. 
Herbaceous potentillas or small asters 
can be planted in front to hide the bare 
phlox stems. Phloxes are ideal follow-on 
plants for poppies and shouldn't need 
staking except in windy gardens. Don’t 
let them dry out in summer as they need 
a moist soil. 

Hotter subjects include red hot pokers 
(kniphofia), which produce rocket¬ 
shaped flowers, some red with yellow at 
the base, others a single colour, and the 
red tradescantia, T. Carmine Glow, a 
low-growing perennial (usually growing 
to around 60cm so perfect for the front 
of the border) with strap-like foliage 
which flowers until September. 

Red varieties of astilbe such as Feuer 
will give you coral-red flowers to 
September, above delicate feathery 
plumes. They thrive in moist ground in 
partial shade and can really brighten up 
a woodland scene. 

If you want to add late summer¬ 
flowering plants to an existing border, 
buy as many of the same colour and 
variety as you can afford and repeat- 
plant them through the border to develop 
a sense of rhythm. 

When mixing colours try to avoid 
using too many pastels with hot colours 
as the brighter hues will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

If you plan carefully, your sizzling 
summer colour can last right through to 
autumn.
